[se retired on a basis of their total] 
years of city employment, since 
whatever the city puts into such 
retroactive retirement necessarily 
represents a retroactive pay raise 
for which we can find no justifi- 
cation; otherwise the retroactive 
pension payment becomes a phil- 
anthropic gift, which, as we say, 
we do not believe we were elected 
to the city council to give. 

And certainly it must be consid- 
ered that when the people of Por- 
terville set up their city charter 
some 36 years ago, they must not 
have wanted a retirement system 
for their employees since no pro- 
vision was made for such a gys- 
tem. 

And in the late 1940s a pro- 
posed pension plan for city em- 
ployees was voted down by the 
people of Porterville. It was not 
until April of 1961 that the peo- 
ple, in voting a charter change, 
said to their elected city council- 
men, “You now have the author- 
ity to establish a pension plan for 


city employees if you see fit to do 
8027! 


As one city councilman, we can 
only interpret this vote to mean 
that the people of Porterville de- 
cided they wanted a pension plan 
for city employees in 1961; up 
until 1961 the people of Porter- 
ville by specific vote, by inference, 
and by adoption of their city char- 
ter, said ‘“‘we do not want a pen- 
sion plan for our city employees.” 

This is the condition under which 
city employees went to work for 
the city in past years; this is the 
condition under which they have 
chosen to work through the years; 
this is the condition that did not 
change until April of 1961. 

As a city councilman we will 
not ask the present people of Por- 
terville to reach back into by- 
gone years to set up a philanthro- 
pic gift, financed by their tax dol- 
lars, in the form of past service in 
a pension plan.

We are in favor of a retirement 
plan to supplement the social se- 
‘curity system that city employees 
are under. We justify this posi- 
tion on the basis of our own stand 
prior to the city election in April 
in which Porterville voters made 
a retirement plan possible, when 
‘we said that if the people of Por- 
terville authorized a city charter 
change giving the city council 
authority to set up a retirement 
system, we would have to inter- 
pret the vote to mean that the 
people favored a retirement plan 
tor their city employees, 

But we can only visualize a re- 
tirement system as a condition of 
employment; we can only justify 
the cost to the city, which will be 
in the form of payments to the 
individual accounts of city em- 
ployees on probably some kind of 
matching basis with the amount 
deducted from employee’s pay 
checks, as part of the employee’s 
Salary.

Rare 
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Exciting Trip Into East Berlin 
Described By Porterville Woman 


(Continued from last week) 
By Gloria McNutt 


While we were in the park, our 
West German guide visited vith 
his East German cousin and her 
small baby. He later told us that 
his relatives in the east zone are 
pro-communist and prefer to re- 
main there. In order to see them, 
he must secure permission of the 
East German government. Since 
this would involve’ endless red 
tape, he takes advantage of the 
tours to have at least a few min- 
utes with them. : 

Our tour included a drive down 
Stalinallee, formerly Frankfurtal- 
jee. Stalinallee is the Soviets’ 
showcase in East Berlin. The 
apartment houses here, typically 
Russian, were hastily erected in 
1952-53 to hide the acres of rub- 
‘ble and ruin from the eyes of the 
West and emphasize their progress 
under socialism. The Soviets point 
with pride to these buildings, but 
I couldn’t help thinking they re- 
sembled big bulky shoe boxes 
standing on their sides. These pre- 
fabricated buildings are even less 
attractive now that large sections 
of tiles have fallen from the walls. 
The Soviets boast of these fifty- 
dollar a month. apartments, but 
our guide pointed out that they 
fail to mention the thousands of 
East Berliners waiting for them. 

We also drove by the site of 
Hitler’s air raid shelter. Built 
thirty-six feet deep, it is said to 
shave been the most elaborate air 
shelter in Germany — complete 
‘with steam-heat and air-condition-

ing. It was in this underground 
palace that Hitler and Eva Braun 
are said to have died in a suicide 
pact. The Soviets dynamited the 
shelter and removed the ruins in 
1948. = 

Our bus driver had no trouble 
maneuvering through East Ber- 
lin’s traffic — there aren’t that 
many cars! But I can easily un- 
derstand why. A small compact 
car costs $2,000. If you order it 
now, you might be able to take 
delivery in 1970 — but start say- 
ing your money for gas, because 
it’ll cost you $1.50 a gallon, three 
times the price of gas in West Ger- 
many. : 

Wednesday evening we joined 
ihe crowds of merry people on 
Berlin’s gaiest avenue, Kurfuers- 
tendamm. Being an avid window- 
shopper from way back, I was de- 
lighted to see block after block of 
bright store windows filled with 
everything from small carved mice 
to sport cars. Some of the dis- 
plays were really works of art. 
The sidewalk cafes were filled 
with well-dressed people. With 
such a friendly atmosphere sur- 
rounding us, we felt very much ac- 
cepted and part of the group. We 
just couldn’t resist setting up tri- 
pod and camera on one of the busi- 
est corners in an attempt to cap- 
ture some of the bright lights and 
merry-makers. During my stay 
in Germany, I have very much en-+ 
joyed my association with the Ger- 
man people. I was pleased to find 
their acceptance of Americans 
even greater in West Berlin. One 
twinkly-eyed little old man who 
joined our table in a small coffee 
shop, was full of questions about 
America. We enjoyed talking to 
him, and left, wishing we had 
more than just three days to spend 
with these warm, out-going people. 

An unexpected highlight of our 
trip was a chance to hear the Ber- 
lin Philharmonic Orekestra in con- 
cert.
